The corn and the potatoes are nearly ell 
planted,and the tilling of these is the next duty. 
; The oftener you stir the ground in 
a dry time, the more moisture you get for the

ground is heavy with too much rain you has- 
ten the drying of it by stirring it up. There- 
fore, till the ground if you would favor th 


growth of plants, whether the season be we or 
dry If your rows are straight, your horse- 
plough will accomplish much ina day. The 
plough ig many cases is much better than the 
cultivator between the rows, for the plow bu- 
ries the weeds, while the cultivator only sacri- 
fices the earth about them, after they have be- 
come strong. The plough, too, throws up the 
earth much lighter than the cultivator and 
leaves it in a better condition for the rains ; 
but where there are none but smal} weeds and 
where you do not intend to stir deep, as on 
green sward furrows, cuilivators are better 
than plants are more tender and liable to be 
crushed, the labor of weeding will be less in 
proportion, if the’work be commenced early. 
On using the hoe at weediug time, it will be 
fouud an easier task to kill the weedsby bury- 
ing than by cutting them up particularly weeds

LIGHTNING AND CONDUCTORS. 

Sheet lightning is the vivid discharge of 
electricity amongst the clouds reflected from 
their surfaces; this gave the aprearance of one 
blaze of flame, the spark or jet from its mo- 
mentary existence itself is rarely seen, in con- 
| sequence of the strong light produced by 
reflection, and its being occasionally hid by the 
dark, dense, int ermedint e mass ofclouds. The 
appearance termed fire-balls or giobalar light- 
ning is similarly explained but possibly from a 
denser state of the atmosphere and the resis- 
tence offered to its pa and con- 
denses the charge at its point, as it were, form- 
ing a knob. Appearances of zig-zag and fork- 
ed lightning are produced; the first, by the 
passage of an ordinary discharge from the 
ciouds to the earth, the air being gradually 
condensed before it, offers so great a resistence 
|to is passage in a direct line at one point that 
itis turned aside, if it may be so expressed, 
tending however constantly downwards, it gets 
joutof the sphere of condensation. finds an 
easy passage onwards to the earth for a time ; 
the same effect again takes place, and so on 
ull it reaches the surface of the earth or some 
projection from it. If in its passage down it

We nad always supposed that there was a

If such a punish- 
ment was so agreeable to his attributes, a terri- 
Lie example, it would seem, should have been 
sade of this first traasgressor. 

Moses was a man slayer, and under
